Mr. Carrigan, K.C., for the State, recalled 
how, betw 7 and 8 p.m, on the 27th 
November, 5. six men, three of them in 
the uniform oat Civic Guards, effected an 
rison, and, having bound and 
ragged the warder and two sentres, escaped 
motor cars with nineteen prisoners. It 
until Armistice Day,. the 11th 
November last, that something happened 
that led to the incipal in that enterprise 
The jury would be satisfied 
on the evidence that the prisoner was the 
“sengeant ’’ who led in the rescue of the 
prisoners. i 
Warder Sylvester Foran, who was in 
charge of the gate at Mountjoy Prison, bore 
out Mr. Carrigan’s statement, and said that 
the man who at a sergeant gave his 
name as “Sergeant Shielley.”” He handed the 
witness the warrant, which he thought was 
genuine. When the men entered the witness 
was seized from behind, and a revolver was 
laced against his side. He was then pushed 
into the office, gagged, and tied toa chair, and 
an armed raider in charge told him that if 
he stood up he would be a dead man. One cf 
the “Guards"’ asked him for the keys, but 
he ignored the request, and when the key was 
afterwards bad on his belt. the same 
“Guard,”’ said, “I have a mind to plug 
you.”” About fifteen minutes afterwards he 
héard the patter of feet of escaping prisoners. 
and a shout of “All clear.” He identified 
the prisoner as the man who was dressed as 


a sergeant. | 
| THE “ SERGEANT.” 

Principal Warder Robert Grace, Mountjoy 
Prison, also described the raid and the escape 
of the prisoners. -Continuing, he said that 
on, the both ult., a number of prisoners on 
rercand in Mountjoy were being sent. to the 
Police Court. He was calling over the names 
to the police when he recognised George 
Gilmore as the man who was dressed as a 
Civie Guard sergeant on the occasion of the 
rescue of prisoners from Mountjoy. 

Superintendent Ennis having = given 
evidence of arrest. the prose ution closed. 

The prisoner said that, so far as he was 
concerned, that was not a Court; bat he 
wanted to say a few words to the jury: 
“The lion and the Unicorn over Mr. 
() Byrne's head.” he said, “is not the badge 
of justice of this country at all; it is the 
hadi of England, which threatened im- 
mediate and terrible’ war if we opposed a 
Dominion status for this. country. 

‘If the jury found that he released these 
men—he' would not say whether he did or 
not; if they found that he was a criminal 
they would be responsible for it. and for 
hacking up a Government, the badge ©! 
which was. over the bench, they would be 
committing the crime of treason against the 
liberty of this nation, 

The jury found the prisoner guilty, and he 
was put back.

Mr. Carrigan said that it was unfortunate 
that this case should have arisen. The 
charges related to occurrencés on Armistice 
Day. On that day a large number of ex- 
soldiers and those who sympathised with 
them and a great body of the public observed 
the loss of so many thousands of their 
countrymen in the Great War. 

Unfortunately, there was a section in 
‘Dublin whose idea of liberty was that nobody 
should be permitted to hold or mamifest views 
contrary to theirs. After the two minutes’ 
silence had been observed in the city, in 
churches, and in the Phenix Park a great 
multitude proceeded along Grafton street. 

At about 12 o'clock Turney and two com- 
panions were in Grafton street, wearing 

ppies and some military deeorations and 
Inion Jacks, when a body of about WO men, 
who manifestly were opponents 6f the demon- 
stration, came up the street, led by the 
prisoner, who gave the order to charge. ‘The 
mob then, most unfairly and unmanly, set 
upon the three men and tore the emblems 
which they were wearing. As the men tried 
to resist, they were assaulted, and Mr. Turney 
was stabbed with a stiletto. He had to be 
removed to hospital. 


STABBED IN SHOULDER. 

John Leslie Turney stated that, with two 
friends, he was walking down Grafton street, 
men came march- 
ing up in military formation. They had a 
tricolour, and the prisoner was in the front 
rank, An order to halt was first given, but 
he could not say by whom. Then the order 
was given, ‘‘ Charge and seize those flags.’’ 

The witmess and Captain Fursdén were 
wearing small Union Jacks in their coats. 
The witness was attacked by about seven 
men, and his flag and poppy were taken, and 
he was stabbed in the shoulder by what he 
took to be a dagger. The prisoner was one 
of those who attacked him. He was treated 
at Mercer's Hospital. 

Captain Clement Fursden corroborated, and 
said that when attacked he resisted, but his 
military honours and poppies were torn from 
“sé e was-badly beaten and got a blow in 

mF-éve which, he was certain, was not given 
by a fist, but by some hard instrument. 

Sergeant Stephen Lynch (Detective Branch) 
gave evidence that he saw effigies of Free 
State soldiers and ‘ Black and Tans” being 
burned, The prisoner was in the front rank 
and gave orders to the others, who were 
marching four-deep. In Dawson street the 
witness searched the pritonér, and in his 
right-hand inside pocket he found the dagger 
produced). The prisonér was arrested, but 
woke away, and was recaptured. . He 
assaulted the police officers. 

Detective Fennell stated that when the 
prisoner broke away the witness pursued, him 
and overtook him in York street. ‘The 
prisoner struck him with a stick, and the 
witness fired a shot from a revolver over his 
head to frighten him. Detective Jackson 
came to his assistance, when the prisoner 
struck him with the stick on the head. He 
had to be removed to hospital. They then 
took the prisoner into custody.

Organisation of the Town Tenants was held 
yesterday in the Oak Room of the Dublin 
Mansion House. Mr. William Hogan, Nenagh, 
was in the chair. 

The towns represented were Gorey, Charle- 
ville, Ballinasloe, Sligo, Tuam fa . Nenagh, 
Ballyhaunis, Inchicore (Dublin), Kiltimagh, 
Cork, Cahir, Clonmel, Tullamore, Athlone, 
Enniscorthy, Crossmolina, Ballymote, Tubber- 
curry, Youghal, Castlerea, Listowel, Westport, 
Maryborough, Roscrea, Abbeyleix, Newb e, 
Dungarvan, and Manorhamilton.

Ennis, 
RECENT LEGISLATION. 

The Chairman said that no commission was 
needed to inquire into the claims of the 
people to live their lives in their own home- 
‘steads while they paid fair rents. The sugges- 
tion of the establishment of a commission 
seemed to imply that there was some doubt 
on the question. After long and bitter turmoil 
and agitation, the universal sentiment of all 
the people was that the rooftrees should be 
regarded as sacred; but it now appeared that 
the first Irish Government that for centaries 
possessed power seemed disposed to break this 
simple pact, and thus make necessary a hew 
agitation. Whatever mandate the majority 
in the present Dail got from the electors, it 
was not one to pass legislation to enable land- 
lords to increase the rents in the honies of 
the people. Their people must not be dis- 
turbed in their homes while they paid reason- 
able rents. 

The Act of the existing Irish Government 
in depriving the town tenants of rights and 
securities Which they hitherto enjoyed was 
rank injustice. President Cosgrave’s argument 
was that power to raise the rents must be 
given to the landlords to induce capitalists to 
build new houses. Mischief enough had been 
already done by the Government in ité at- 
tempt to placate the moneyed interests by 
alienating afd injuring a big body of citizens. 
Thev nrust arottse the nation to a sense of its 
peril, and in this matter they rendered 
allegiance to no political party—their objects 
were social, humane and Christian, and as 
such they claimed support from every party. 


FIXITY OF TENURE, 


Mr. D. Morrissey, T.D., moved that the 
conference demand that during the lifetime 
of the present Dail legislation be passed pro- 
viding fixity of tenure for town tenants, and 
that a proper tribunal be set up to fix a fair 
rent wherever an agreement cannot be reached 
between the landlord and tenant; they pro- 
tested against the powers given to landlords 
in the recent Rent Restriction Act. 

He declared that any elected repfesenta- 
tive of the people who refused to subscribe 
to the reasonable demands of the town 
tenants, was no longer fit to be a represen- 
tative. The security given by the British 
had been removed by their own Government. 
(““Shame.”’) That was due to the apathy 
and disorganisation of the tenants them- 
selves. If the tenants were organised no 
Government would dare to pass in the form 
in which it was the Rent Restrictions Act 
of 1926, which ‘gave power to the landlord 
to increase the standard rent up to 20 per 
cent. They were not out: for confiscation, 
but for security. 

Messts. Carr (Ballinasloe), Power (Dun- 
garvan), Riordan (Cork), and Keegan (Gorey) 
supported the resolution, which was passed, 
A resolution was also passed in approval 
of the steps taken to organise the tenants. 
in one virile organisation, and authorising 
the setting up of an Exécutive Committee. 

The conference then resolved itself into 
private Session. |

PIGS FOR PROFIT.

FEEDING ON FARM OFFAL. 


Mr. C. J. Morris, of Wexford, in the course 
of a letter to us, states that if farmers 
thought more about pigs they would rear ten 
times the present number. A farmer of 100 
acres, who does not keep pigs, stated to him 
that a litter of ten bonhams when farrowed 
costs nothing. The cost of feeding for four 
months on farm offal that could not be used 
or sold was declared to be ‘practically 
nothing.” It was further stated that these 
bonhams, if sold at four months, would bring 
about 46s, each, or £22 10s. for the lot. If 
similar results were obtained from 
litters in the year, the income would amount 
to £67 10s., and this could be increased by 
keeping more sows. 

On a farm of 150 atres a farmer's wife who 
looks after pigs gave Mr. Morris similar 
replies, but said that the cost of feeding the 
honhams would be 5s. per head during the 
four months. He concluded by asking ii any 
larmers disagree with these figures,

Mr. P. Hogan. T:D. (Clare), writes to say

If a citizen of Saorstat 
Fireann, domiciled in a foreign country, may 
not be described in Dail Eireann as an Irish 
national, the natural corollary is that a citizen 
of Saorstat Kireann domiciled at home may 
not be described as an Irish man or Irish 
woman. 

“Clearly, that was an attitude I would not 
accept. Theré was, of course, the minor 
cause, based on Standing Order 25, which 
gives the. Ceann Comhairle power to alter 
questions after consultation with the Teachta.

FIT INTERPRETATION OF 
SONGS. 
MISS JEAN NOLAN’S RECITAL. 


On glancing over the programme which 
Miss Jean Nolan had arranged for her song 
recital in the Abbey Theatre, Dublin, yester- 
day afternoon, one was impressed by the wide 
‘field covered in the selection of the eighteen 
songs that it contained, and with that first 
impression came the reflection that very 
few vocalists in the city could have éssayed 
‘the interpretation of many of the songs. 
Naturally enough one found shortcomings in 
some—or rather, perhaps, Miss Nolan was not 
heard at her best in such efforts as the two 
Handel songs: ‘‘O sleep, why dost thou 
leave me?” and “ Furibondo apira il vento!” 
Yet she sung them very pleasantly, and with 
a nice sense of phrasing and rhythm. Her réad- 
ing of the two Rachmaninoff songs in her next 
group was more impressive, especially thet of 
‘To the chiidren.”” But Moussorgsky's 
“Child’s prayer at bedtime’’ was the first 
song to bring out fully that great gift of 
descriptive expression which Miss Nolan so 
richly possesses. Her singing of it had a 
beautifully intimate touch. i 

In the group of ltalian and French sonas 
she was in her happiest mood, and each 
succeeding song servéd to reveal the great 
breadth of her sense. of shade and 
toné —cólóur. “Fiocca la neve,’ by 
Cumara, was as light and airy as the 
snowflakes that if represented “Nebbie.”’ by 
Repsighi had the atmosphere of loneliness 
and desolation of one lost on a wintry moor. 

What a great lot of enjoyment the singer 
got out of the French songs! ‘‘ Nicolette,’’ 
by Ravel, had all the varied moods of the 
story, and was very descriptive. ‘‘ Beau 
Soir,” by Debussy, and “ Bal de fleurs,”’ by 
Jongen, were not less artistic. Miss Nolan’s 
Strength in this style was also shown in 
‘‘ Maids who danced their shoes into holes ”’ 
(Someren-Godfery). Two songs, arranged by 
Miss Rhoda Coghill from old Irish airs to 
words by Padraic Colum, also were plea- 
santly sung. 

Miss Rhoda Coghill played “‘ Two Spanish 
Dances’? by Granados, atid the Ballade in 
FE minor by Chopin, with a fine sense of in: 
terpretation, and her usual finished technique, 
and, in addition, she played Miss Jean 
Nolan's accompaniments,

The tenant shall not, during the continu- 
ance of the statutory term of his tenancy, be 
compelled to E a higher rent than the rent 
payable at commencement of the term 
ot such rent as may be agrees upon, or fixed 
by a court as @ fair rent. The tenant may 
‘ifom time to time during his tenancy apply 
in the prescribed manner to the Court to fix 
a fair rent, and where a fair rent has been 
fixed, ejther by agreement or by the Court, 
it shall be the rent for a period of ten yeard. 
or a lesser period, as may at the time b 
otdered by the Court or agreed to by the 
pparties. At the end of that period a fresh 
application may be made to fix a fair rent 
by the Court or agreement. 


EXISTING LEASES. 

During the statutory term the Court may, 
oh the application of the tenant or the land- 
lord, and in conséquence of altered conditions, 
grant leave to have the rent fixed. This 
section does not apply to holdings held upon 
existing leases for lives or terms of years 
whereof any period or part of the term is un- 
expired at the passing of this Act, until such 
leases or térms shall have expired, when it 
shall come into operation as regards such 
holdings. 

If at the passing of the Act the landlord 
ig liable for the whole or part of the repairs, 
and if he refuses to execute such repairs, the 
tenant, on application to the Court, may be 
at liberty to execute the repairs, deducting 
“the cost from the rent. 


SALE AND PURCHASE. 

The tenant of a holding used partly or 
wholly for business purposes shall be entitled 
to sell his interest in the holding. The Jand- 
lord shall have the option of purchasing the 
interest of thé tenant in the premises, and, 
in the event of disagreement between the 
landlord and tenant, either shall be at liberty 
to apply to the courts to fix a price. The 
tenant is also given the option to purchase 
on sale by the landlord of his interest, and 
also the option to purchase on sale by the 
ground landlard his interest in the prémises. 

The landlord is given the right to increase 
the rent by an annual amount representing 
6 per cent. interest per annum on the capital 
expenditure on structural alterations or im- 
provements. 

Other sections of the bill make the landlords 
liable for rates on holdings the r law 
valuation of which does not Ko grá and 
the owners of ground rents liable to con- 
tribute 10 per cent. of the ground rent in 
réspect of the rates of the holding. 

The Act will apply to dwelling-houwses, 
shops, or other buildings or parts of buildings 
let as dweiling-houses or business premises.

to do their s ing by post. ‘Discretion 
is the better oak ot En áis the hardest- 
hearted find it difficult to resist the tempta- 
tion to bay for others those charming trifles 
that it is extravagant to purchase for oneself. 


TYPES OF CUSTOMERS. 

All the same, with all the choice before 
them, some Christmas shoppers are about as 
easy to please as babies when they are 
“teething.” as has been said about Ireland: 
“They do not know what they want; and 
they will not be happy till they get it.” How 
shop assistants must love this type! Another 
adorable shopper. is the individual who 
comes armed with a list half as long as Thom s 
Directory, with the names of people she intends 
to bestow presents on, and accompanied by 
a few friends to give advice. The whole 
party seat themselves, if possible, and pro- 
ceed to discuss at length who is te be given 
what. If the shop assistant has the patience

THE PERFECT SHOPPER, 

The perfect shopper shops in time, and 
not at the last minute; she—well, of course, 
it is generally she—knows what she wants, 
but is not bigoted about it, and is open to 
wise pérsuasion as to alternatives if the 
article asked for is not to be had; she does 
not come back the next day to say she might 
have left something behind, or to get what 
she bought exchanged; she does not tender 
& pound note to pay for five pence halfpenny 
worth; she goes away when she has finished 
buying, and does not hang round and handle 
and price everything in sight.. When all 
these good points are found combined in the 
pérson of one Christmas shopper, the shop 
assistants of her own home town will rise 
ap and call her blessed, and erect a monn: 
ment to her when she dies, and if ever there 
is a question of removing that monument— 
like poor old Nelson's—there will be great 
fuss about it.

The fact is 
that there are facilities for divorce taigh of 
a different kind from those whieh apply in 
England. The proof of that statement is the 
fact that a bill dissolving a marriage has been 
— by the Northern Parliament. If that 
joes not represent. facilities for divorce, what 
does it represent? No suggestion whatever 
was made that the English Act applied to 
any part of Ireland, and Mr, Éason 
observations on this are, therefore, pointless. 
Though Mr. Eason admits this private divorce 
bill to have been passed, he does not ap- 
parently perceive the contradiction between 
that statement and his contention that my 
statement is not correct. I pointed out in my 
speech that the law and procedure in Ireland 
differ from those in England, but that has 
nothing to do with the statement which I 
challenged. i 

With reference to the final sentence in Mr. 
Fason’s letter, instructing us how to procee 


Northern Ireland is to be brought into lin 
with the English law, it might occur to M 
Eason that, as there are men in that Parl 
ment whose experience is longer in yea 
than his is in months, his advice, to put 
mildly, is gratuitous. I can assure Mr. Eas

Sir,—I suggested that the Casino at 
Marino, designed by Sir William Chambers 
and built, about 1765, by Lord Charlemont, 
should be taken down and re-erected in St.

In many parts 
of the Casino the mortar has perished so 
much that I was able to obtain the full. 
size profiles of the mouldings by inserting a 
page of my sketch-book between the joints 
of the stones and scribing the moulding 
with a pencil.

Sik,-A gentleman called on me yesterday 
afternoon to ask my opinion abont a 
peremptory demand which he had received 
from the British Museum to forward gratis 
three publications of his. I advised him to 
ignore the demand and let them send over 
all the King’s horses and all the King's men. 
By a curious coincidence, the subject was 
being debated in the Dail at the time. - It is 
seriously proposed to let the old British law 
stand—that every Irish publisher must send. 
four copies to English institutions,gin return 
fot which some English publishers will send 
one copy of their issues to Trinity College. 
There might not be much of a grievance if 
the library concerned were a public library, 
like the National Library; but it is obviously 
unjust to favour one University College as 
distinct from the three other University Col- 
leges. The ‘“‘blue’’ books issued by our 
Jovernment must be sent to the 
Museum, to Oxford, to Cambridge and to 
Trinity College; but a poorly-endowed insti- 
tution like University College, Cork, must do 
without these publications, if it cannot buy 
them. In return for this compliment, the 
publications of Cork University Press must be 
sent gratia to four British institutions atid to 
Trinity. " 

A law that is so flagrantly unjust tq the 
National University will not work smoothly. 
In my own case my library grant will not 
allow me to purchase one-tenth of the litera- 
ture which I would like to see in our library. 
We can never have & really good economics 
library in the South unless we obtain at least 
the Irish-published books free, or some ae 
codfather comes along with a generous boo

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COLONEL HENRY STOKER, 
F.R.C.S.I. 


We regret to announce the death, on De- 
cember 1, of Colonel Henry Stoker, at the 
Royal Military College, Duntroon, Federal 
Territory, Australia. Dr. Stoker came of 
a very old professional family of three 
generations, and was the fourth of seven 
sons of the late Dr. E. A. Stoker, of Dublin. 
He was educated at Bective College, Trinity 
College, Dublin, and the Royal College of 
Surgeons (Ireland), taking the Fellowship 
of the last-named College. , 

Colonel Stoker early decided to make his 
home under the Southern Cross, and having 
taken special courses of study in the im- 
portant Continental centres of the time, and 
also the Diploma in Sanitary Science, he 
started. His first appointment was that of 
Sanitary Officer to the Port of Melbourne, 
which, however, he did not hold for long, 
as surgery was his great interest; but he did 
some excellent pioneer work in connection 
with fly-borne diseases, which produced im- 
portant results. Moving to Waege Wagga, 
he developed a very fine surgical practice, 
and was recognised as one of the leading 
operators in New South Wales. 

On the outbreak of the Great War, he 
joined the Australian Army Medical Corpg, 
and served with the Australians, many Of 
whom will remember him with feelings of 
affection and gratitude. After the céssation 
of hostilities the Federal Government marked 
their appreciation of Colonel Stoker's services 
by appointing him to the Royal Military 
College, Duntroon. 

Interested in all forms of outdoor sport, 
Colonel Stoker will be remembered by con- 
temporaries as a prominent member of the 
Wandersrs’ Rugby Football Club, with his 
brothers, Graves, Ernést, and Frank. 

Colonel Stoker married a daughter of the 
late Mr. James Poé, of Kilkenny, who was 
killed with tragic suddenness in a carriage 
accident twelve months ago. Colonel 
Stoker leaves two sóns.

They 
were on the point of forgetting their dead. 
If the peoples of Europe would only re- 
member the bestial horror of war, then 
they would be certain to take care that 
there should be no more conflicts. 

Even if the next war were to be like 
the last, he was of opinion that it would 
lead to the wiping out of our European 
civilisation, but it would, of course, be 
much worse. They had, however, the 
means to remove this menace. War was 
not caused by an unavoidable catastrophe, 
but by the will of men. It was their own 
shame, and by an intelligent policy it 
would be comparatively easy to put an 
end to war. 

THE LEAGUE. 

The Governments of Europe should 
pursue what for shortness he would call 
the policy of the League of Nations. The 
League was no longer an abstract idea—it 
was a living organism; its institutions 
were an essential part of the machinery of 
world government. 

If behind these institutions, behind the 
policy of disarmament, could be placed the 
whole weight of the power of Govern- 
ments, then they would put an end to war. 
But the Governments of the big nations, 
as well as the small nations, must first 
pursue this policy whole-heartedly with- 
out any reservations. 


THE SMALL NATIONS. 

It was obvious that the success of this 
policy would largely depend on the atti- 
tude of the nations, but the smal! nations 
could do much. If they really desired to 
put an end to war, then the Governments 
must by al] means and on every occasion 
try to strengthen the power and force cf 
the League of Nations. If they did that 
and were supported by their peoples in 
the same spirit, then the horrible monster 
of war would be slain, and the future 
secured.

AMBASSADOR’S VIEW OF

: GENEVA, Friday. 

The representatives of Great Britain, 
France, Italy, Belgium, Japan and Ger- 
many met this morning in Sir Austen 
Chamberlain's rooms at the Beau Rivage 
Hotel, but were unable to agree—judging 
by the report from Paris which they had 
received last night—that Germany had 
disarmed. 

According io the official, communiqué 
issued after the meeting, “they were able 
to note a general progress,” but it is by 
no means clear in what that progress 
consisted. 

The two chief obstacles remain—namely, 
the export of half-manufactured goods and 
the new fortifications near Konigsberg. 


““ INSUFFICIENT.’’ 

It is reported that the new draft. law 
on the yoods question, which the German 
Government has declared its readiness to 
pass, has been adjudged insufficient by 
the British Admiralty. 

A further report from the Ambassadors’ 
Conference is awaited, and the representa- 
tives of that Conference have to meet 
Herr Stresemann again at 11 o'clock to- 
morrow morning, when it is hoped that a 
final settlement of the outstanding difh- 
culties will be reached. 


THE SAAR. 

The question of the Saar has apparently 
been dragged into the discussions. On 
the ordinary agenda of the Council there 
occurs an item about ensuring freedom of 
transit and transport over the railways of 
the Saar territory. 

According to the French thesis, French 
troops are necessary for the purpose, and 
two regiments are, in fact, still stationed 
there. 

According to the German point of view, 
ample security could be obtained through 
the local gendarmerie. 

Possessing a vote, and, therefore, a 
right to veto in the Council, Germany ts 
now in a position for the first time to 
make herself effectively heard on the Saar 
question. 

Once these obstacles have been removed, 
the 1924 investigation scheme can become 
operative if complete agreement has been 
reached about it. 


WITHDRAWAL OF MILITARY 
MISSIONS. 

It will apply to Bulgaria, Hungary and 
Austria, besides Germany, and the Ger- 
mans appear to have withdrawn their 
opposition to the renewal of the appoint- 
ment of the French officer, General 
Desticker, as the Chairman of the Mission 
for Investigation in Germany. 

If all goes well to-morrow, the order for 
the withdrawal of the Inter-Allied Mili- 
tary Missions in Berlin, Vienna, Buda- 
pest and Sofia will be given for a date, 
which: is likely te be.yery early in the 
new year.

FEES TOO HIGH. 


From Our Ractna CoRRESPONDENT. 

The Irish Provincial Race Executives’ 
Association, at a meeting held yesterday in 
the Shelbourne Hotel, passed a resolution 
which, if carried out, will have far-reaching 
effects on Irish racing. At the conclusion of 
the meeting, which was presided over by Mr. 
Robert Downes, the resolution, which was 
adopted unanimously, was handed to the 
Press representatives. It read as follows :— 

‘That, in view of the many overhead 
charges in connection with provincial racing 
in Ireland, the members of this Association 
are convinced that unless the fees charged by 
the Turf Club for their officials, and ma the 
“Calendar ” charges, are reduced, it will he 
impossible for provincial meetings to he 
carried on after the Ist January, 1927, and 
they suggest that a sum of £30 per day for 
meetings holding three or more days’ racing 
in the year, and £20 for meetings holding 
one day's racing per year, is the utmost that 
any meeting can afford to pay. A conside) 
able reduction should be made in the presen! 
“ Calendar ” charges. The Association re 
commends this resolution to the serious con- 
sideration of the Stewards. In the event of 
this resolution not being acceded to, then 
the members of the Association will be com- 
pelled to abandon their meetings in 1927."’ 

Most people interested in racing are aware 
of the differences which have arisen between 
the Association and the racing authorities, 
both in the matter of the allocation of dates 
and the overhead charges. The Association 
gave full publicity to their case in the state- 
ment issued a week ago. The Turf Club, 
however, like the Jockey Club, never take 
the public their confidence, or give 
rensons for any decisions or action they may 
take in their legislative capacity, nor are they 
likely now to depart from precedent. But it 
is a pity some equitable arrangement cannot 
be come to between the parties; for unless 
there is an amicable settlement, both racing 
and the breeding industry, which is such a 
great national asset, will suffer seyerely, a 
contingency that it is to be sincerely hoped

Although King Ferdinand was a Hohen- 
zollern (it is added), His Majesty 
respected the will of the Rumanian people 
and definitely dissociated himself from his 
own Hohenzollern family. He is adored 
by his own people—civH, agrarian and

As to the extraordinary amount of

about Queen. Marie, her relations with the 
King and Prince Carol, and her alleged 
views on the question of succession, it will 
be found that the plain truth will prove 
less interesting than the many reports 
current.

Assembly formally accepted the repeatedly 
offered renunciation of the Throne by 
Prince Carol. This was only done with 
the greatest regret, but no other course 
was open because the then Crown Prince 
for the second time persisted in this course 
for domestic reasons that are well known. 
The ultimate authority in Rumania, 
therefore, at that time settled the question 
of the dynasty. 

.THE REGENCY. 

In the regrettable event of a succession 
becoming immirient, the heir to the present 
Sovereign is Prince Michael, a boy five 
years of age, the only son of the former 
Crown Prince Cangl-and Princess Heléne 
of Greece, but, according to the Rumanian 
Constitution, no king can ascend the 
Throne until eighteen years of age. There- 
fore, on January 4th, Parliament set up a 
Regency until such time as Prince Michael 
attains the age of eighteen. The Regency 
consists of — i 

One member of the Royal Family, Prince 

Nicholas, now 23 years of age, educated 
at Eton, who has served for two years 
in the British Navy, and who holds the 
rank of Colonel in the Rumanian Army ; 
Dr. Miron Christoff, Archbishop of 
Rumania ; 
M. Buzdujan, President of the Court of 
Cassation. 

Notwithstanding fantastic rumours, this 
is the whole story, facts on which all 
political parties and the whole of Rumania 
are at one. The rumours are attributed 
in some quarters to Stock Exchange 
gossip. 

In any case, it is stated in conclusion, 
all the considerations mentioned remain 
unaltered by whatever may occur involving 
the dynastic question.

As in the case of Danish co-operation, 
the development of co-operation on such a 
gigantic scale in the United States was a 
necessity. The interest of the United 
States Government in co-operative organi- 
sation arose from a conviction that nothing 
less than farmer contro] of the industry 
is necessary to maintain the people on 
the land and to stop the rush to the cities. 

To give an idea of these marketing asso- 
ciations and the extent to which they 
entered into the farm life of the United 
States, he mentioned the work of the Cali- 
fornian Fruit Growers’ Exchange, the 
Sun Maid Raisin Control, the New York 
Dairyman's League, the Poultry Producers 
of Central California, and the Texas Farm 
Cotton Association.

CANADIAN METHODS.

It was estimated that 
at least three-fourths of the farming popu- 
lation of Canada were members of one or 
other of the great marketing associations, 
He dealt fully with the wheat marketing 
organisation of the three prairie States~ 
Manitoba, Saskatchewan and Alberta, 
These pools had joined forces, and in the 
middle of 1924 the membership of the 
pools was approximately 80,000.

WORLD-WIDE SLOGAN. 

The slogan, ‘‘ Better Farming, Better Bus:

' ness, ‘Better Living,” had heen invented by 


Sir Horace Plunkett, President of the Irish 
Agricultural Orgarlisation Society, and it had 
became the slogan of agricultural organisa- 
tion the world over. In this connection the 
improvement of Danish azriculture had been 
very significant, and the interest and intelli- 
gence developed by. co-operation had reacted 
on the efficiency of the Dane as a husband- 
man to such an extent that he now presented 
the only example in dairying of a uniform 
Vear-round product. That was only possible 
to a farming population having profound skill 
and knowledge in the nutrition of dairy cows. 
No less important was the broadening of the 
mental horizon of the farming population, 
and, as a member of a Ce-Operative Society, 
the farmer who helped to build up its success 
and enjoyed its benefits acquired a new out 
look. Where was ne: more effective manner 
of<resolymg petty cleavages, common among 
those whe.liyed by the land, than business 
co-operation; but it could only succeed by 
haying at fts° disposal the best business 
organi#ation and the best ‘brains possible to

That was not a new doctrine, but it had 
heen preached for over three decades, and 
the success of the scheme depended on two 
things—education and character: and with 
these two endowments they could face the 
whole world. Some of fhe most successful 
co-operative societies were those in Irish- 
speaking districts. 

Mr. A. Anderson seconded, and said 
that he believed that the organisation would 
flourish thronghout the length and breadth 
of the Free State, and no part of the country 
would ba without the benefit of agricultural 
co-operation. He thought that the part 
whichethe State should play in the develop- 
ment of agriculture should be, not to assume 
the lead, but to second the efforts of 
organised farmers. He ventured to suggest 
to the authorities of that University that 
they should consider the ‘advisability of 
establishing a Chair for agricultural co-opera- 
tion. .

THE PRODUCER. 

Mr. Thomas Johnson, T.D., proposed a 
motion. furthering the support of the 
organisateon...

a. Compulsion, of organisation amongst the 
Ptoitlncing, communities, who should assame 
responsibilities, not onfeéidm their own in- 
terests, but in the interesté-of the State, and 
it was a judicial and. wise function of the 
Staté 6 assist in that organisation. In that 
way would the whole country benefit, and the 
discipline’ they needed be brought about. .

CO-OPERATIVE MARKETING. 

Mr. Baxter, T.D., seconded the motion. 
He said that co-operation in this country had 
reached a critical stage. There were dis- 
tricts where the movement had been 
struggling. during. the past 20 or 30 years 
with a certain measure of success.

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MISS OWEN’S ARTICLES ON THE IRISH. 


The Northcliffe shares suit was settled 
yesterday aiter eight days’ hearing, Miss 
Lonise Owen, the plaintifi, withdrawing 
all charges and agreeing to judgment for 
defendanis. The action, which was heard 
by Mr. Justice Astbury in the Chancery 
Division, was thereupon dismissed, with 
costs. 

The costs of the case, in which eighteen 
counsel were engaged, are estimated at over 
£35,000. 

A legatee under the will of Lord North- 
clifle—whose secretary she was for twenty 
years—Miss Owen brought the action to 
set aside an agreement dated September 
20th, 1922, for the sale of 400,000 Deferred 
shares in the Associated Newspapers, Ltd., 
and 21,842 shares in the Continental 
Daily Mail, Ltd., which formed part of 
Lord Northcliffe’s estate. 

Defendants were Lord Rothermere, Sir 
George Sutton, the Daily Mirror News- 
papers, Ltd.; the Sunday Pictorial News- 
papers, Ltd. ; the Daily Mail Trust, ‘Ltd. ; 
Mr. Henry Preuss Arnholz (the other 
executor of the will), the Law Debenture 
Corporation, Ltd. (inavwhom the shares are 
now vested as trustees), and the Attorney- 
General (representing charities interested 
in the residuary estate). 

The settlement was brougkt about by 
the advice of the judge, who suggested, 
after plaintiff's case was closed, that Miss 
Owen and her counsel should consider 
whether it was worth while continuing the 


action. 

Thereupon Miss Owen, Mr. Jowitt, 
K.C.. and her solicitor had a consultation 
lasting over an hour, after which thesettle- 


ment was announced. 
The judge said that, in his opinion, if 
the case had been fought out, it gould not 
have ended in any other way. 
Five of the nine King’s counsel engaged 
in the case each receives a thousand guinea 
fee on his brief. It is estimated that they 
alone were each in receipt of fifty guimeas 
refresher for every day of the hearing. 
When the hearing was resumed yestergay, 
Miss Owen returned to the witness box for re- 
examination. 

SPIRITUALISM. 
Mr. Jowitt. K.C.—You were cross-examined 
by Mr. Luxmoore yesterday with regard to 
what ‘you describe as your religious belief, 
and. you. said that. you. did believe yourself to 
be in spiritual touch with people who have 
passed over?

Whether you are right or wrong im your 
belief, is that a sincere and honest belief that 
you. hold?—Yes, indeed. 
' With regard to the settlement, you went to 
Sir Roger Gregory at the end of November, 
1922. A letter came from an eminent firm 
of solicitors passing you on to him, as they 
were otherwise concerned in the case ?— Yes. 
At this time the situation was this—There 
was the printed will, the one finally admitted 
to probate, under which Lady Northcliffe was 
entitled to certain interests ?—Yes. 

And there was the other will, which was 
finally not admitted to” probate, under which 
she was entitled to practically everything, 
and the compromise being suggested was one 
which gave her a substantial sum "out of the 
estate ’—Yes. 

You. went to see Sir Roger Gregory, and 
vou also took the advice of Mr. Sheldon, a 
member of the Chancery Bar —Í did to an 
extent. J am not sure about it. I was ad- 
vised by Sir Roger at the time. 

You did it under protest, but Sir Roger 
gave the advice ’—Yes. 

£200,009 FOR LADY NORTHCLIFFE. 

Sir John Simon, K.C. (for the: Dat/y Mirror 
Newspapers, Ltd.)—Does she suggest that Sir 
Roger Gregory thought that the compromise 
of the probate was a fraud? I should like 
that cleared up. 

The Judge—What she said yesterday was 
that she thought it was a fraud, and that she 
signed under protest. 

Mr. Jowitt—I have not made any sugges- 
tion at all. The witness can say what she 
likes, but I do not suggest anything. 

Mr. Jowitt asked Miss Owen if, by reason 
of the settlement, £200,000 was taken out of 
the estate end given to Lady Northcliffe, 
which meant so much less for charity? 

Miss Owen replied—‘‘ Yes, and other people 
were brought into the will who were not 
mentioned in the will.” 

AN IRISHWOMAN. 

Mr. Jowitt—Had you a great admiration for 
Lord Northcliffe ?—I was devoted to him. 

Are you Irish, Miss Owen ?— Yes, I am. 

There was a certain stir in court, and Mr. 
Jowitt said: ‘‘ I see no harm in that. It 1s 
greatly to her credit.’’ 

What sort of terms were vou on with Lord 
Northcliffe—I mean to say did you say to him 
always pleasant things, or how did you deal 
with him in your eonversation ’ 

Miss Owen—I mothered him. 
advice if he needed it. 

Mr. Jowitt—You say in a letter that he 
was surrounded by people who always 
prophesied smooth things and said the things

QUESTION.

The Judge—My view is this; if the de- 
fendants, or any of them, desire to submit 
there is no case against them and elect to 
call no evidence, then I shall have to call 
upon Mr. Jowitt to conclude their case by 
making any remarks, observations, and argu- 
ments he desires. 

Mr. Luxmoore claimed to be entitled to 
submit there was no case, without deciding 
whether he was to call evidence. He said 
that he could ask the court to rule whether 
there was a case or not to answer. 

The Judge—But\this is rather an excep- 
tional case. 

Mr. Luxmoore—The only exception about it 
is that if ever there was a case where some- 
one should argue the question whether there 
is a case or not this is that case, for the 
plaintiff has said that she is bringing this 
action not for her own purposes. What her 
purpose is I do not know. 

Mr. Jowitt said that the plaintiff was bring- 
ing the action in connection with the charities 
under the will. 

Judge and counsel then entered on a dis- 
cussion as to procedure, and the judge re- 
marked to Mr. Luxmoore: ‘‘ You must re- 
member that your client and Sir George 
Sutton are charged with fraud.’’ 

Mr. Luxmoore—That has nothing to do with 
the case. 

The Judge—I am only suggesting that you 
should bear that in mind. ' i 

Mr. Maughan, K.C., ‘said that he had 
borne that matter in mind, and was taking 
the full responsibility of submitting that there 
was no case to answer. 

The Judge said that at the Court of Appeal 
the parties would not be allowed to’ go badk 
and call evidence, and that if he held in 
favour of the submission of counsel, they 
might have to run the risk of a new trial, 
in which they would not be entitled to call 
evidence. 

Mr, Maughan—I am prepared to run that 
risk, 

The judge said he had to consider some 
things in that case, one of which was the 
enormous expense, and also that he did not 
want anybody to run any risks, and observed 
that it was entirely for the defence to make 
their election. 

Sir John Simon submitted two proposi- 
tions, which, he said, were not. peculiar to 
one division of the High Court, but were 
consistent with the rerular established course 
of justice in this country. The first was 
that no one should be compelled, before sub- 
mittang thai. there was no case, to declare 
his election as to the calling of evidence, 
but had a right to ask for a judicial ruling 
as to whether, according to law, there was 
no case. 

The case, he added, was one which anyone 
could see was costing- hundreds and hundreds 
of pounds a day, and the plaintiff had said 
that she did no: care whether it beggared 
her or not. It was also a case which was 
taking up a good deal of judicial and public 
time. 

Sir John Simon said that he had the 
strongest possible right to submit that no 
case had been made out against the Daily 
Mirrer and Sunday Pictorial, for which 
newspapers he appeared. 

Mr. Maughan (for Sir George Sutton)— 
As far as my client is concerned, I am 
going—uniess you come to the conclusion 
that really it is a waste of time—to ask 
leave to call evidence which will justify the 
whole of the assumptions which I put to 
Mr. Allan, so that, so far as I am con- 
cerned, I am not associated with the claim 
which is being made at the present time. 

The Judge (to Mr. Jowitt)—‘‘I have heard 
Miss Owen, and I would like to know whether 
you have considered if she wants to go on 
with the case. I do not want you to tell me 
anything, but I think it would be wise to 
consider it.”’

CASE WITHDRAWN, 

Mr. Jowitt, in announcing that the parties 
had come to terms, said: ' May I interpose 
at this stage to say that I have adopted your 
lordship's suggestion, for which we are very 
much indebted, and I, with Sir Roger Gregory, 
have seen Miss Owen, She has consented to 
put herself and her case unreservedly in our 
hands, and T have advised her, with the con- 
currence of Sir Roger Gregory, that her proper 
course is to withdraw, and to consent to 
judgment for the defendants, with the usual 
consequences, 

“I wish to add that, in bringing this action 
and continuing it up to this stage, she has 
done so in complete good faith and that her 
present. position is due to the conviction that, 
in view of the investigations which have taken 
place, her claim is unfounded, 

“May I add, from a personal point of view, 
these words—lI also, having listened to this 
case, am completely satisfied that, in view of 
the considerations which have been put, there 
is no ground for the allegation, which 1 felt 
it my duty, as counsel, to make in the course 
of this case, and, speaking as that individual, 
may I, as fully, as generously and as emphati- 
cally as I can, both with regard to Lord 
Rothermere and Sir George Sutton, withdraw 
those charges quite unreservedly ?"’ 

NO COMPROMISE. 

Sir John Simon—Defendants have asked me 
to speak for all of them in saying they are 
glad to accépt the statement which Mr. 
Jowitt has made, and they recognise that 
plaintiff has taken the only proper course. | 
must make it entirely plain that the conclu- 
sion is not the result of any compromise ot 
any sort or kind. Therefore, the judgment 
must be for the defendants, with costs. The 
question whether, in all the circumstances, the 
order for costs will be enforced, no doubt, 
will be the subject of careful consideration by 
the defendants in due time, and that must 
remain a matter which will be determined 
entirely in the unfettered discretion of the 
defendants. 

The -Judge—Mr. Jowitt, I should like to 
say this. My own view is that if this case 
had been fought out it could not possibly 
have ended in any other way, and, if you will 
allow me to say so, I think you have given 
| your client very wise and sound advice. 

Sir John Simon—Then the action will be 
dismissed with costs in the case of all the 
defendants.

NOVEL METHOD OF MAKING 
CONCRETE PIPES. 


A novel and quick method of making 
concrete conduit pipes has been introduced 
by the Japanese.

Professor Magennis said that the power. of 
ip, Women 
had made a wónderíul fight for the vote, but 
now that they had it they, in common. with 
men, were listless and ‘lethargic in the use of 
it. One of the. great principles of nationalism 
in. Europe was that self-government was pre- 
ferable to good government. . In a recent tour 
of the Continent he had been much struck 
by the great work done for some of the city 
States by great benevolent oligarchies and 
benevolent autocrats. The claim of democracy 
was not that it alone could provide good go- 
vernment, but that nothing so elevated the 
subjects of a Government as the sense of the 
responsibility resting on them for their own 
good government. For that reason it was 
better that the responsibility should rest on 
the subjects even if they were only groping 
towards good government. 

Once people were. invested with the right 
to vote they should exercise the duty involved 
in that investment. When society conferred 
the right it expected the performance of the 
duty. <A right such as the right of the 
franchise carried with it a corresponding 
duty, and if the duty was not discharged the 
right should be withdrawn because the sin of 
omission was equally culpable with that of 
commission. To leave a social duty unper- 
formed was as bad as to transgress a law. 
At present there was a great deal of talk 
about ' compulsory voting. Compulsory 
morality was no morality. Yi became neces- 
sary at times to force pe le to do their duty, 
but the police force should be a last resort. 
A proper, enlightened public opinion should 
be created in the matter, and they would 
have to get away from the idea of forcing 
people into a voting booth, where they nee 
not exercise the vote, but could write comic 
verse on the ballot paper. 


RIGHT OF CRITICISM. 


They weve entitled to criticise the Govern 
ment under which they lived. That Govern- 
ment was entitled to their charity, their 
patience, their good-will, but not to their 
silence, or reticence, or consent to wrong 
action, deliberate or indeliberate. The voter 
who did not exercise the franchise declared, 
in effect, that he put himself outside’ the 
social tissue, and he should take the conse- 
quences. If he would not bear his share in 
the social burden, society must decline to 
have any duty in his regard. But it was the 
very people who kept themselves aloof from 
political action whe were the first to look to 
society for the benefits dearly purchased by 
the exercise of the franchise by others. 

What was wrong in the State. was the want 
of proper propaganda. No one made it his, 
or her, business to enlighten the people with 
regard.to the need of public character and 
that particular aspect of citizenship that con-

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A LEGLESS EX-SOLDIER. 
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CYCLING ON THE FOOTPATH: 
A DERRY PROSECUTION.

Captain Miller—-You can take it from me

The complainant said that he would have 
taken no notice of the incident had not Henry 
Doherty heen impertinent. He, however, did 
net wish to press the case against him. 

Captain Miller said that Henry Doherty 
lost both legs in the Great War, and was 
provided by the Ministry of Pensions with 
this self-propelled machine, which was used 
hy the hands, in order to get about. The 
doctor’s orders were that he should get as 
much fresh air as possible, e machine 
broke down. William Doherty, who was with 
him, attached a rope and towed him along, 
because the man was not able to work the 
machine himself,

FROM OUR PARLIAMENTARY CORRESPONDENT. 


WESTMINSTER, Friday. 

Members interested in newspapers and 
lawyers familiar with Divorce. Court. pro- 
cedure had an interesting afternoon discuss- 
ing the details of the Judicial Proceedings 
(Regulation of Reports) Bill, which purports 
to regulate the publication oí reports of 
judicial proceedings, so as to prevent injury 
to public morals. The measure has aroused 
a considerable amoúnt of controversy, and is 
one of the few bills promoted by private 
members this session which has succeeded in 
reaching its final stages. It “has still, how- 
ever, to survive the ordeal of the House of 
Lords before finding its way on to the Statute 
Book. 

The course of the debate disclosed a wide 
variety of opinion. ‘There were those who 
would like to see unsavoury cases of all sorts 
excluded from the columns of the news- 
papers, and there were’ others: who were in- 
clined to leave it to editors and reporters 
to decide what should and what should not 
be published. 

PROPOSED NEW CLAUSE. 

Sir Arthur Holbrook, on the report stage, 
moved a new clause designed to protect the 
proprietor of a newspaper from the penalties 
of the Act, provided that it was shown that 
the publication complained of was made with- 
out his knowledge, authority or consent. A 
similar provision already exists in connection 
with the law of libel, and the proposal was 
one which met with the approval of Sir E, 
Hume Williams. 

On the other hand, “several speakers, i- 
cluding Major Kindersley, Mr. Rhys 
Davies, Major Astor, Mr. Grotrian— 
two of whom, at least, are newspaper 
proprietors—opposed the new clause. 

Mr. Davies argued that the proprietors were 
really responsible for the tone of the paper, 
whilst Major Astor considered that the editor 
had already an invidious task imposed upon 
him in guarding againet the risks of libel. 
Major Birchall quoted the case of a certain 
Sunday newspaper, half the space of which, 
he asserted, was occupied by matter palating 
to crime oí ail kinds, largely connected with 
sexual offences. Could anyone say that the 
proprietors of that paper was not responeible 
legally,.if not morally, for its contents: . 

The sense of the House being clearly against 
the proposal, the amendment was withdrawn. 

Sir F. Meyer, who was a determined 
apponent of the Bill. and declared his inten 
tion of fighting to the laet ditch, moved an 
amendment to render liable the printers, as 
distinguished from the publishers. Quite a 
number of nice legal points arose ‘on this 
subject. Captain Wedgwood Benn, for instance, 
asked if the Bill would. prevent the diatribu- 
tion of Continental newepapers, which were 
essential. to the proper study of political 
opinion: “ihe Solicitor-General seemed rather 
disinclined. to. express. a definite gpinion, and 
contented himself with thinking that 
Continente] newspapers, whatever their origin, 
might be brought within the scope. of the 
measure. Bi oe 2

Williams wanted to 
confine the statement to the *names of the 
parties, and the result of the trial, thus fellow- 
ing the French system, The debate on this 
proposal largely turned upon the definition of 
** concise,’ 

fr. Thomás Moles said that it was evident 
that. conciseness was a mere question of 
degreb. It might well be that an editor. who 
had never sean the ieport wotild be dragged 
into Court and subjected to a fine or imprison- 
ment, or both. The purpose of the amend. 
ment was to apply to the whole proceedings 
in the Divrce Court the policy of “hush ; 
but everybody knew that there was no better 
means of discouraging and preventing detest- 
able offences than publicity. 

Captain Wedgwood-Benn was concerned to 
know whether any thing more than a concise 
report of a divorce suit tried in Nevada would 
come within the scope of the bill. The hon. 
member also mentioned the recent case which 
came before the Roman Rota. The first point. 
thé Solicitor-General considered, was covered 
by the bill. The Roman Rota case raised an 
interesting point, as to which he did not 
care to express a definite opinion. It seemed 
to him doubtful whether it was a jedicial 
procecding, any more than if the hon, mem- 
ber set up a domestic tribunal of his own to 
settle the matrimonial. difficulties of a third 
party.

RATING OF SCHOOLS. 


‘e.g 


At the meeting of New Koss ‘County Wex- 
ford) Urban Council on Tuesday last a letter 
was read from Precentor Gibson, Rector of 
New Ross, calling attention to what he re- 
garded as an unequal treatment in the rating 
of sthools. Precentor Gibson stated that he 
was informed that, while St. Catherine's 
National: School, with 18 pupils on its roll, 
paid 30s, a year in water rates, the Christian 
Brothers’ School, with over 300 pupils on its 
roll, had got a supply of water for 5s. a 
year sincé 1919. “it would be difficult.’’ he 
said, “to conceive an act so palpably unjust 
and unfair.” There was one bright spot in 
the transaction, however—it was not sec 
tarian; some of the Roman Catholic schools 
were also paying the righer rates, and it was 
just as unfuir to the managers of these schools 
as it was to him. He sought no favour, but 
he claimed fair play. : 

Mr, Jehn Murphy explained that. this. con- 
cession was given to the Christian Brothers 
five years ago because they were teaching the 
poor, had no Government grant, and had to 
go to considerable expense in making the 
water connection. They now had grants, but 
were little better off, because they had a 
school improvement debt of £4,000, 
and were paving £20 a year for local 
rates. Although Precentor Gibson paid 
£14 for his residence, no rates were paid for 
the two schools under his management, al- 
though they were residential. He proposed 
that the attention of the Commissioners of 
Valuation should be called to the fact. 

The motion was adopted. 

Mr. Shand said that Precentor Gibson was 
grossly misinformed, and, in consequence. of 
the tone of his letter, he proposed that no 
further notice should be taken of it. 

Mr. Cooney urged that Precentor Gibson 
had a grievance. Why not give him water 
on the same terms as were given to the 
Christian Brothers’ He gave notice of his 
intention to move that the charges should be 
equalised :

DISTRESS IN DUNDALK.

DEPUTATION TO WAIT ON LOCAL 


GOVERNMENT MINISTER. 
In view of the distress prevailing in Dun- 
dalk the Urban Council, at a meeting last 
Tuesday night, appointed a deputation to in- 
terview the Local Government Board, to ask 
for a grant or for permission to spend some 
hundreds of pounds out of the rates to give 
& period of work to unemployed labourers. 
Mr. Deery (Chairman of the Council) 
stated that he had been with the Minister 
last week and he had refused to give a grant, 
stating that he had no money for such pur- 
poses. He would agree, however, to sanction 
the Council borrowing £2,000 for the develop- 
ment scheme, preparatory to proceeding with 
the building of new houses in the demesne 
and in Thomas street; but he would not agree 
to this being done by direct labour. 
Mr. Kelly said that the Minister was prob- 
ably unaware that there were many people in 
Dundalk actually hungry. - If the ty was 
hot given they should go to the bank and 
ask for permission to spend some of the rate 
money to relieve unemployment. 
The Surveyor said that he would have a 
visit from the Chief Engineering Inspector 
on Thursday, and, if a decision as to the 
type of road to be made was reached, work 
could be got at once. 
The Chairman was appointed to interview 
the Inspector, and urge on him the necessity 
for at once proceeding with the work.

DERRY STEPMOTHER 
SENTENCED. 

The magistrates at Eglinton Petty Sessions 
(County Derry) sentenced Annie Duddy, 
of Minniegellagh, to imprisonment for 
three months for ill-treating and neglecting 
her two step-children, aged 12 and 10 years. 
Her husband, Patrick Duddy, the father, 
against whom there was a similar charge, was 
fined 20s, and 20s. costs. 
Sergeant Réid mentioned an adjourned case 
against the elder boy, Thomas Patrick Duddy, 
who had been brought before a special Court 
in Derry on a charge of setting fire to two 
stacks of hay, valued at £12, the property of 
Mr. John Hamilton, farmer, Eglinton. 
When the decision of the Court was 
announced the Rev. J. McEldowney said that 
be would advise Mrs. Duddy to appeal. 
Informations were refused in the case 
against the boy.. The Clerk said that the 
two children would be looked after by the 
Society until the next Court day, when there 
would be an application to have them sent 
to an industrial school. 


STORY OF FATHER’S ALLEGED 
CRUELTY. 

Alleged to have beaten his two-year-old 
son with a leather belt regularly since 
September last, given him tobacco to eat 
whenever he cried for a piece of bread, and 
put him out of the house in the cold at nights 
with nothing on him but his night attire, 
James Boyle, a farm labourer, of Gallony, 
Urney, Strabane, was remanded at a Special 
Court in Strabane. 

A révolting story of the accused's alleged 
cruelty was told by Bridget Boyle, who said 
that she was his second wife, and had to 
leave him twice. On one occasion, when she 
asked him to bring in the child, whom he had 
left out on the roadway so long that the 
child was “almost foundered with cold,” he 
did so, but only to beat him again and then 
hold him so close to the fire that the child’s 
body was blistered and he yelled with pain,

THURLES AND TEMPLEMORE 
HOUNDS, 

These hounds met at Grallagh Gate on 
Wednesday last. First drew O’Keeffe’s bog, 
which was blank ,and.then on to Grallagh, 
where a fox broke. Pointing his mask due 
south, he went away over the Grallagh-Horse 
and Jockey road towards Lurgee, and, 
leaving Noan on his right, crossed the 
Littleton bog road. He wheeled here to the 
right, crossed the Laffan’s Bridge-Ballinure 
road, on through the Laffan’s Bridge gorse 
and straight through Buffana. 
handed, the fox crossed the Clonmel-Thurles 
railway line at Graystown as if his point was 
Springhill. We were now in the heart of the 
lipperary hunting country and hounds were 
running at a fest pace, and, driving their 
uatry as far as the Fethard-Killenaule road, 
they pulled him down after a brilliant hunt 
of one hour and thirty-five minutes. without 
a check—an eight-mile point and about 
thirteen as honnds ran. 


QUEEN’S COUNTY HOUNDS. 
Harristown was the fixture on Tuesday, 7th 
inst, Hounds soon pushed a fox out: on the 
far side of the covert, and, taking a ring, he 
ran through tlie top end of the covert and 
over the big fields to the shrubbery by the 
house. He then. crossed the lawn and over 
the Harristownu-Rathdowney road. It nów 
looked as if his point was Graigue-A-Vallagh, 
but, turning sharp left-handed, he ran for 
some way parallel to the road, before cross- 
ing If again and swinging back into covert, 
Hounds were pressing him hard, and he broke 
again, ruhnihg through the shrubbery, but 
this time he kept right-handed and raced 
over the large fields through Mr. Kenny's 
farm, and on to Mr. LE. Hart's farm at Castle- 
town, where he got to ground, having given 
us an enjoyable 43 minutes. In the second 
field from where we marked our fox, as 
we were moving on to the next draw, a fox 
jumpéd up out of some rushes a short way 
in front of hounds. McCarthy quickly had 
the pack on, and they ran as if for Harris- 
town, but he soon turned right-handed by 
the waterworks, through Whitewall, and on 
through some outlying gorse, where there was 
& slight check, as scent seemed to be far 
worse than earlier in the day. Hounds 
worked out their line, and hunted on past 
Galmoy R.C. Church. and through Mr. 
Bergin 's farm, and it appeared as if his ob- 
jective was the Kilkenny covert, “ The 
Rock.' Then some sheep foiled the line, and 
it is probable that the fox was coursed by a 
cur dog. Being unable to hit off the line 
again, a good run of one hour and ten 
minutes came to an end.

LADY LONDONDERRY’S VIEW. 
Speaking at Newtownards last Tuesday, 
Lady Londonderry said that it was a matter 
of surprise to her that pastors and ministers 
of religious bodies should feel themselves at 
liberty to denounce even harmless drinking 
as anti-Christian.

The Rev. Andrew Gibson, Littgea, proposed 
a resolution, which was passed unanimously, 
reiterating the peoples’ demand for a measure 
giving them the right to protect themselves 
from the drink traffic by means of local 
option. 

The Rev. Robert Rainey, Methodist Church, 
Lurgan, moved a resolution, which atso was 
lower deploring the increase of registered 
rinking clubs, and calling on the Govern- 
ment to bring them into line with public- 
houses in regard to hours of sale, restriction, 
and inspection. 

Mr. William Grant, M.P., said that the 
people who drew up the resolution were 
thinking of 1929, when there would not be a 
ublichouse in Northern*Ireland.

DAMAGES LAID AT. £3,000. 

In a case of John Gaynor v. Patrick J. 
Roddy, 

Mr. FitzGibbon, K.C., with whom was Mr. 
Maurice Walker ‘(instructed by Messrs. Mil- 
ward, Jones, Mayne and Sharpe), applied on 
behalf of the defendant to have the action 
transferred for trial to the Circuit Court of 
Dublin. a 

The plaintiff, it appeared, was a civil ser- 
vant, employed as superintendent in charge 
of Amiens Street Parcels Post Office and 
Parcels Post Customs Departanent. He was 
in receipt of a salary of £600 a year, and 
would be entitled in 1930 to a retiring full 
pension of about £300, with a lump sum of 
£850. On Saturday, 26th September, he 
stated, he was cycling in the city over Porto- 
bello Bridge, and the defendant was driving 
a motor car behind him. The plaintiff 
alleged that the defendant’s car crashed into 
his bicycle, throwing him off and causing him 
serious personal injuries. He alleged that he 
had been permanently disabled, and that in 
all probability he would have to relinquish 
his position and forfeit portion of his pension. 
He claimed £3,000 damages. 

Mr. Geoghegan, K.C., who, with Mr.

Glendinning, ‘proprietor of the Derry 
Standard, in which the plaintiff claimed £100 
damages for alleged slander, on the applica- 
tion of Mr. Chadwick (instructed by Messrs. 
Caldwell and Robinson), for the defendant, 
an order was made setting aside the service of 
the writ. 

The alleged libel, Mr. Chadwick explained, 
was the publication in the Standard of a 
report ef proceedings in the local District 
Court against the plaintiff in connection with 
a raid on the estate agent's office in Donegal, 
when the plaintiff was discharged. A few 
days afterwards a full and ample apology 
was published in the defendant's paper. ‘lhe 
report, which the plaintiff ‘said was false, 
stated that the plaintiff had been arrested 
by the detective staff at Letterkenny, and 
was identified by Mr. John Sweeney, the 
agent. 

Mr. Louis O'Doherty (instructed by Mr. 
James Boyle), for the plaintiff, said that he 
could not resist the application.

VERDICT FOR PLAINTIFFS. 

Judgment was given in the case of the 
Dublin Corporation v. Drysdale, which was 
heard a couplo of weeks ago, and in which 
the litigation arose in connection with sludge 
pumping machinery supplied to the Dublin 
Corporation by Drysdale and Co., Bon Accord 
Works, Yoker, Glasgow, for main drainage 
in Dublin, the contract price to be £1,321. 
The Corporation had paid them £792 12s., 
the veturn of which was now claimed on 
the ground that the pumps erected were in- 
capable of fulfilling the requirements specified 
for. Messrs. Drysdale contended that they 
performed the work in all respects in accord- 
ance with specification, and counter-claimed 
for the balance of the contract price. 

Mr, Justace Sullivan said that, in his 
opinion, the defendants had failéd to perform 
the contract. The consideration for the pay- 
ment made to them theréunder had wholly 
failed, and the plaintiffs were entitled to 
po for £792 12s., with costs. The de- 
endants’ counter-claim must be dismisséd, 
with costs. ©The Corporation would return 
the pumps now in their possession.

LONDON COMPANY'S CLAIM. 
(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE MEREDITH.) 

In the case of the British Thomson Houston 
Co., Ltd., v. Litton and Co., Ltd., an action 
brought by the plaintiffs, a London firm, 
against the defendants, a Dublin firm of 
electrical engimeers and agents, carrying on 
business at 9 Dawson street, in respect of an 
alleged infringement of their patent rights by 
dealing in certain electric lamps im the Free 
State, an application was made on behalf of 
the defendants for an extension of time to 
file their defence. 

The Master of the High Court, it appeared, 
had made an order giving the defendants 
leave to add Messrs. Grammont, lamp manu- 
facturers, of Rue d’Uzts. Paris, as joint 
defendants in the action, on the ground that 
the defendants had a right of indemnity 
against them as being their sole.agénts in 
this country for the sale of their electric 
lamps; but the Master, being unwilling to 
grant the defendants an extension beyond the 
time he had previously fixed for filing their 
defence, allowed the case to be listed for the 
Fam of an application to the Court yester- 

ay.

DUBLIN PROBATE MATTER. 
BEFORE MR. JUSTICE HANNA.) 

In the matter of the goods of Julia 
O'Shaughnessy, deceased, 

Mr. Patterson (instructed by Mr. J. Scott) 
applied on behalf of Margaret Magee, of 
Foster terrace, Ballybough road, Dublin, for 
an order admitting the will of deceased, 
which had been lost, to probate. Céunse! 
said that Julia O'Shaughnessy was drowned 
in the s.s. Leinster when that vessel was 
torpedoed by a German submarine in October, 
1918. ‘lhe applicant was a sister of the 
deceased, and at the time of the disaster 
was residing in the United States. She 
returned to Ireland and took out letters of 
administration, believing that that protected 
all her rights to the deceased's property. 
Anothér sister, Mary Anne Byrne, résiding in 
Dablin, got an order in the Recorder's Court 
requiring his client to administer the estate. 
It was found that the assets consisted of 
£242 12s. 2d., with some stocks and shares. 
In an affidavit Patrick Carroll, 25 Charlemont 
street, stated. that in 1914 the decéased 
handed him a will on her departure for India 
to we it. for her in safe custody, Im the 
will she left everything that she owned to 
Margaret Magee, the applicant. He retained 
the will for two years, and then returned it 
to the deceased. 

Mr. Cawley (instructed by Messrs. James 
O'Connor and Co.), for Mary Anne Byrne, 
submitted that there was no will of which 
the Court could take cognisance. Up to the 
present Mrs. Magée hed not accounted for 
the assets. 

Mr. Justice Hanna said that the estate was 
being administered by another Court and he 
had no jurisdicton to interfere. 

The application was refused. 


DUBLIN MATRIMONIAL SUIT. 

In the matrimonial case of O'Flynn v. 
O’Flynn, Mr. Gerald Burke {instructed hy 
Mr. James P. Kennedy) applied on behaif of 
the wife, who is bringing a petition for 
divorce a ménaa et thora, on the grounds of 
cruelty, for alimony pendente lite. 

Counsel said that the parties had resided 
at 57 Killeen road, Rathmines; the wife was 
now living with her two children in Dun- 
lavin, and the husband was residing with his | 
mother. In an affidavit, Mrs. O'Flynn 
that her husband, John Joseph O'Flynn, was 
employed as a civil servant of junior execu- 
tive rank, from which employment he derived 
approximately the annual salary of £400, and 
owned the house 37 Killeen road. 

In a replying affidavit, Mr. O'Flynn said 
that his salary was £330, but it was liable 
to fluctuation with the cost of living figure. 
Mr. Binechy (instracted by Mr. John M. 
Cullen), for the husband, said that this ladv 
left her home, and they had always been 
willing to give her a home. It was a case 
more of incompatibility of temperament than 
anything else. 

Mr. Justice Hanna—That is not a ground 
for separation in this country. 

Mr.. Binchy—It is not a case where any 
gross cruelty or misconduct is alleged. 

Mr. Burke—We have got no money for a 
long time. 

Mr. Justice Hanna fixed alimony at £2 10s. 
a week, and directed the trial of the action 
to take place on January llth, before a judge 
without a jury. 


BANKRUPT’S AFFAIRS.

SALES OF SHARES, 

In the matter of the bankruptcy of Patrick 
J. Weymes, merchant, Mullingar, which has 
been passing through the Court for a couple 
of years, 

Mr. Thomas Buckley, a Dublin accountant, 
was examined yesterday before Mr. Justice 
Johnston concerning some shares which Mr. 
Weymeés held in a rubber company and in the 
Nigerian Base Metal Company, the ownership 
of which he had not disclosed in his state 
ment of affairs. 

Questioned by Mr. James Reardén (in: 
structed by Messrs. E. F. Collins and Son), 
for the assignees, Mr. Buckley said that Mr. 
James Lothian, an accountant in Exchequer 
street, Dublin, brought him the scrip of the 
rubber shares and asked him to dispose of 
them .on behalf of another person, a os he 
did not name at the time. The witness had 
the scrip in his possession only for five 
minutes, and had not looked at the name in 
it. Lothian told him that he had received it 
from a client, that the original scrip had been 
burnt, and that this was a duplicate. The 
witness did not inquire who the client was. 
Lothian told him that he was owed some 
money by the person who owned the scrip, 
and that he wanted to get it by selling the 
shares. Lothian was a friend of the wit- 
néss's, and he sold the shares for him. 

Mr. Rearden+-The third party is the bank- 
rupt, Weymes’—I know it now. 

And that the bankrupt had no right to sell 
the shares ?—1 know it now, 

In further cross-examination, the witness 
admitted that he saw the name “P. J. 
Weymes ’’ in the scrip, but he had not known 
Weymes, and had not met him until ten days 
ago. : 

Did you ask why Weymes himself did not 
dispose of the shares’-The explanation was 
that Lothian. watited to dispose of them in 
order to pay himself. 

Why did not Lothian himself go to a stock. 
broker, and not ask you to do it?—He was 
not in touch with a stockbroker. 

It was elicited in further evidence that the 
witness also disposed of the Nigerian Base 
Metal. shares, owned by Weymes, in the 
same manner, and that he had received the 
IER rd , £323, out of which he paid £150 to 
Veymes and £150 to Lothian, eques 
drawn by the witness and made able to a 
number of persons were put in Bs Gan] and 
when the witness was asked if he knew the 
payeés he said that he did not. The names 
were oe by Lothian, | 

Counsel described these as bogus. He asked 
the witness—Do you know that this conduct 
on the part of Weymes and Lothian, and on 
your part, if you knew what you were doing, 
constituted a gross fraud on this man's 
creditors'—-I know it now, replied the wit- 
ness. I did not know it then, 

The examination was adjourned, 

Mr. Seddall appeared for the bankrupt.
